A rebuilding and drainage job 
on elevator road, at a cost of well 
over $20,000, will start im¬ 
mediately. This was decided by 
Vulcan council at its last regular 
meeting after' receiving a report 
on the project prepared by en¬ 
gineer Allan Walker. 

The work will be done on a cus¬ 
tom basis by the County of Vulcan 
with the town paying all costs. 
Estimates indicate that metal and 


'Miles for Millions'

Plans for a “Miles for Millions’’ 
march, tentatively set for the first 
Saturday in November, highlighted 
the meeting of the Vulcan HiC’s 
held in the basement of the United 
Church, Monday.

The Miles for Millions march, a 
campaign for raising funds for 
charity, is currently being run in 
larger centres and the group en¬ 
thusiastically planned a similar 
venture. Each pnember will seek 
out a local sponsor and, wearing a 
large placard bearing his spon¬ 
sor’s name, will compete in a 
marathon walk from Vulcan head¬ 
ing south on Saturday, Nov. 4 at 
9 a m. Sponsors will agree to pay 
a specified amount for every mile 
walked with all proceeds to be dis¬ 
tributed among existing inter¬ 
national aid organizations.
